At meetings of its Planning, Zoning and Historic Preservation (PZHP) Committee on December 
3, 2015 and at its regularly scheduled Governing Board meeting on December 15, 2015, the 
Los Feliz Neighborhood Council (LFNC) reviewed a proposed development project whose 
scope includes: 

Addition of an instructional tasting license for a full line of alcoholic beverages from 
10:00 A.M. to 9:00 PM in an approximate 272 sq. ft. area and addition of a new 553 sq. 
ft. 1 7-seat area within existing market featuring beer & wine service between 7 AM to 1 1 
PM daily. 

LFNC hereby recommends approval of the above-referenced application contingent on the 
following conditions: 

1 . On-site alcohol service hours be curtailed to: 1 1 AM to 1 1 PM daily, as those hours 
seem more in-line with the type of service being offered. 

2. Applicant to create a toll-free “hotline” and designate an official contact to address 
any residential issues that may arise from the operation of the new features related 
to the serving of alcohol on premises. 

3. Applicant creates a parking area-monitoring and space utilization plan to adapt to 
additional usage, so it doesn’t further exacerbate an already heavily congested 
intersection, before any final construction approvals are given. 

The Owner/Applicant(s) representative(s) have agreed to these added conditions, thereby any 
deviation(s) presented to you or your colleagues from the above referenced description will 
cause automatic withdrawal of this project recommendation, and register it as opposition to the 
project/application in its entirety, until such a time our neighborhood council can review any new 
materials or proposed changes not previously vetted with us. 
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No public comments were offered in committee, and no public comments were received at the 
Governing Board meeting. 

The Los Feliz Neighborhood Council Governing Board approved this project by a vote of 9-0-1 .
